DEFENDANT 
ON 
TIU: 
STAND 


Testified that He Feared Old Man 


Intended to Do Him Up 


That Night 


The state rested in tho case of the 
state vs Leon J . Ratidal yesterday after 
noon after the officers of the police 
force had been examined as to the de­ 
tails of taking the old man to jail and 
the subsequent events at the jail. 
The usual motion to dismiss the case 
was made by Attorney M. K. Ryan 
for 
the defense, but Judge MeClenahan de­ 
nied the same. 
In opening the case for 
the defense Attorney Ryan did not 
make an address, so that the jury and 
the people present were still in doubt as 
to the line to be pursued. 


The most important feature of the 
case today was tho calling of the de­ 
fendant himself to the stand to testify. 
The gist of his testimony wont to show 
that he feared tho old man M errill, and 
believed as Donahue had told him, that 
he intended to brain some bartender. 
He admitted striking the old man, but 
testified that it was after the old man 
struck him. 
Yesterday afternoon the time was oe 
cupied mostly w ith the testimony of tho 
doctors who held the postmortem ex­ 
amination. 
Refore Dr. Camp got off 
the stand there 
were some interesting 
developments, especially regarding the 
bunk at the city lockup. 
On cross ex­ 
amination it was evident that Attorney 
Ryan, for the defendant, was attem pt­ 
ing to show th at it was not improbable 
that Merrill, after he was taken to the 
city lockup, m ight have fallen off the 
bunk and fractured his skull, as testi­ 
fied too by the doctor both at the in­ 
quest and at the opening of his testi­ 
mony. 
Dr. Cam p admitted that a fall 
from this very bunk could have pro­ 
duced such a result and the defense 
scored a poiut. 
The fact, however, that 
the doctor testified that from his obser­ 
vations death might have resulted from 
either blow, the one sustained at the 
front of the skull or the one at the rear, 
could have 
resulted in death, 
gave 
weight to his testimony for the state al­ 
so. 
Dr. J. A. Thabes was also called dur­ 
ing the afternoon and his testimony was 
much along the same line as th at given 
by Dr. Camp, except that it differed in 
some slight details. 
Dr. O. T. Ratcheller was also called 
and his testimony was along the same 
line, he testifying the same 
as others 
regarding wThat was found at the post- 
mostem. 
There was considerable testi­ 
mony given as to the time that a man 
could live under the conditions which 
existed in the case of Merrill, deceased. 
Captain H enry Hurley made one of 
the best witnesses for the state. 
Ile 
was called yesterday afternoon and tes­ 
tified that fie was on duty on the night 
of November 15, when the fracas oc­ 
curred in the Contos saloon. 
Ho said 
that ho first saw Merrill at the (Hobe 
saloon about 8 o'cleek- in the evenings 
that Tom Bosley called him in 
to see 
the old man and complained 
that he 
was making a noise. 
He next saw him 
about 11:10 p. rn. at the rear of the 
Coates saloon. 
The old man was seated 
on the sidewalk to the rear of the build­ 
ing with his head hanging down be­ 
tween his legs. 
He walked up to the 
rear door and opened it and 
Ratidal 
came out but slammed the 
door and 
went back 
again. Captain 
Hurley 


helped the old man up and walked him 
out to Lau rel street. 
W hen on Laurel 
he noticed for the first time that there 
was blood on tho old man s face and 
clothes. 
Ho marched down Laurel with him as 
far as Sixth and then on north toward 
tho city lockup. 
When they got to the 
alley near the post office M errill wanted 
to turn west on the alley, but Mr. Bur 
ley said, “ Come on old soldier, I 
will 
take care of you.” 
Mr. H urley took 
him to tho jail, fixed a bunk for him and 
built a tire. 
The old man was not in a 
bad condition then, although he find 
bled considerable and there were blood 
clots at the nostrils. 
The old man laid 
face toward the wall. 
Mr. H urley left 
him just about 12 o’clock. 
He went 
back again about 2 o’clock and the old 
man had turned half over. 
H e loosened 
his collar and spoke to him, but the old 
fellow was in a stupor and did not an- 
bwer. 
M r. Hurley then called the doc­ 
tor and told Officer M cOivern to stay 
at tho C ity hotel and wait for him and 
take him over to the jail. 
Officer Derocher was called and testi­ 
fied that ho went to the jail about 6 
o'clock and saw the man lying on the 
bunk on the right side. 
Blood had run 
out of his nose and ho was breathing 
heavily. 
He went back about 8 o'clock 
and the man was breathing very short 
and there was a rattling in 
his throat. 
Bo went out after Chief Simmons and 
they returned about half and hour later 
and the old man was dead. 
Officer M cOivern was called and tes­ 
tified having seen tho old man at tho 
jail and having taken the doctor in. 
Merrill 
was breathing hard when he 
saw him. 
He saw him about I o'clock. 


STATE KESTEL) 


A t the conclusion of Officer Met ii v- 
ern's testimony County Attorney Polk 
created some surprise by stating that 
that was the state's ease and rested. 
Promptly Attorney M. R. Ryan stated 
to the court that he would make a mo­ 
tion at th at time, but which ho desired 
benet heard by the jury. Ju d g e McClen- 
ahan stated that he had better state his 
motion, 
whereupon 
Attorney 
Ryan 
stated 
it 
was a motion to dismiss. 
Judge MeClenahan denied the motion 
and an exception was noted. 
Jam es Brady, local manager of the 
Coates Liquor company, was called on 
the stand yesterday afternoon and was 
the last witness before adjournment last 
evening. 
He testified as to the duties 
that Ratidal had to perform about tho 
saloon, in fact, he stated that Rafidal 
was the man next to him in the man­ 
agement of both the retail and whole­ 
sale. 
About the only bit of testimony 
given by Mr. Brady was regarding the 
condition of the sikewalk at the rear of 
the saloon and tho finding of blood 
there. 
The sidewalk had two or three 
planks out and there were two places 
where blood was found on til© sidewalk 
some distance apart. 
Then there was a 
smear of blood on a door to the east of 
the door which Merrill was taken out of 
which is not used at all. 
It is presum­ 
ed that the purpose of this evidence is 
to bring out something which would es­ 
tablish a theory that M errill, after he 
was taken out, in stumbling around fell 
on the sidewalk and was hurt. 


D E F E N D A N T O N S T A N D 


— Leon J . Rafidal, the defendant, was 
called on tho stand this morning. 
He 
told of the incidents leading up to the 
fracas in the saloon. 
He told about 
Donahue telling him to look out for 
M errill; that Merrill had stated that he 
was going to “ Iirain some s 
-of a 
b -- ” of a bartender. 
Donahue also 
told him that M errill had been put out 
of the Globe saloon. 
Ratidal stated 
ho would judge that M errill was a man 
about 45 years of age, and he was sure 


that he was a large, strong robust man. 
The first he noticed of any disturbance 
was when M errill was threatening M il­ 
ler at the rear of the room. 
M errill was 
in the rear of the room with Skinner, 
Miller, R atty and Donahue. 
Before he 
had gone back there he bought a drink 
for himself and 
Donahue. 
When he 
was refused a drink by tho group at 
the back end of the bar he w alk ed up to 
the bar and called all the mon up, say­ 
ing, “ Come on, I will buy a drink for all 
of you.” 
Rafidal testified thnt he re­ 
fused to give him a drink stating at tile 
same time that ho had not paid for tho 
first drink, 
whereupon Merrill said, 
“ W ell it’s cl 
funny if a man with 40 
horses can’t buy a drink.”

Ratidal moved down tho bar and M er­ 
rill followed in front of him and then he 
commenced to swing his arms and final­ 
ly did hit Rafidal on the arm. 
Rafidal 
stated that he then gave tho old man a 
punch on the left cheek. 
After a few’ 
seconds M errill stepped back five or six 
feet went down on his buttocks and fell 
back on tho floor. W itness said ho went 
out and the first thing he did was to go 
through the man s pockets. 
He found 
an old pipe in his left hip pocket. 
Ile 
said ho was afraid that he was armed. 
He then picked the old man up and 
helped him to tho back door, and be­ 
fore he closed the door and wont back 
in again Merrill was seated on the. side 
walk outside. 
It will be remembered that several 
witnesses testified regarding some blood 
fem rid on the floor in front of the bar.

Injuries at First Not Thought 
Serious But Proved Too 
Much For Her. 


Miss Emma Peterson, age 24 years, a 
daughter of Jo h n Peterson, of Long 
Lake, died last night at IO o’clock at 
the Northern Pacific Sanitarium from 
the effects of injuries received in a most 
distressing accident which occurred at 
the Sanitarium on Wednesday at 12:30 
p, rn. 
At this tim e the range in the 
kitchen of the general hospital exploded 
and the officers there are unable to as­ 
serve the cause, although it is probable 
that it was due to the bursting of the 
water back or the excessive accum ula­ 
tion of coal gas. 
However, the stove 
was blown to pieces almost, and Miss 
Peterson, who was tho head cook, was 
fatally injured. 
At the time the accident occured Miss 
Peterson was kneeling in front of the 
oven door looking at some bread which 
she was baking. 
T h e forceof theexplo- 
threw her violently across the room and 
the flames badly burned her back and 
extremities. 
Before she could be reached in her 
anguish she ran out doors, but was 
brought back in again and tho covering 
of one of the tables was thrown over her 
and another attendant turned the water 
on her, and it is said that tho contents 
of one of the extinguishers was also 
turned on her and in this manner the 
Haines were extinguished. 
The excellent system of fire protect 
at the hospital 
prevented a further 
conflagration. 
While the injuries were from the first 
recognized as serious, still the officers 
of the hospital were not apprehensive of 
such a fatal ending. 
The shock to* the 
system and burns of the skin proved too 
much for the physical endurance of the 
young lady and she died last night at 
IO o’clock. 
Miss 
Peterson 
was a young lady 
highly respected at the hospital where 
she has been for about five year. 
and 
there is indeed sorrow and gloom there 
today over the affair. 
Her father is a 
well known farm er of this county and lie 
and his family have the sympathy of 
the community in tho affiiction. 
It was fortunate that someone else 
was not hurt, and it is really a wonder 
that there were no other fatalities, for 
there were several in the kitchen at the 
time.
